RECOMMENDING AD HOC INTERAGENCY TASK FORCE BE ESTABLISHED TO 
PREPARE INVENTORY OF RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT ACTIONS AIMED AT 
SOLVING SPECIAL PROBLEMS OF ARID AREAS. SOVIETS EXPLAINED THEY 
STILL HAD DOUBTS ABOUT WORKING GROUP AND TIMING OF ITS CONVENING.

MARCH 20 AND REFUSED TO LEAVE. AT REQUEST OF FRENCH, ALL WERE 
ARRESTED AND ADDITIONAL CHARGE OF ASSAULT PLACED AGAINST ONE 
WHO ENGAGED IN SHOVING MATCH WITH FRENCH SECURITY GUARD.
